PLYMOUTH, V t , Aug. 21 — 


The president's family and the 
country side in general was thank- 
ful today that the simple little 
Coolidge home here is not wired 
for electric lights. 


The absence of wires, accord- 


Ing to electrical workers was one 
of the things that prevented a 
lightning bolt from entering the 
house, where Mr. and Mrs. Cool- 
idge are spending their vacation 
during one of the moat severe 
rain and electrical storms 
that 


ever hajs visited this part of Ver- 
mont. 


The bolt struck 
a 
telephone 


pole last night not fifty yards 
from the home of the president's 
father, Colonel John 
Coolidge 


The electricity darted throughout 
the wire* into the Coolidge gen- 
eral store across the road 
and 


wrecked two telegraph eets in the 
temporary 
"executive 
offlces" 


there. 


An operator at one instrument 


narrowly 
escaped 
death. 
The 


blue flash broke almost in his 
face. 


A few yards from the pole that 


was etruck the secret service men 
guarding the executive hart pitch- 
ed a tent for protection from the 
elements during their vigil over 
the Coolidge home. So closely did 
the bolt come that the operative 
on duty was blinded temporarily. 


Two telephone employees hap- 


pened along goon after the storm 
subsided and repaired tbe dam- 
age.

run into the Coolidge home, the 
bolt

have 


entered the building.

Two-Stage Compressing of 
Natural Gas Now Necessary 


C 


OMPRESSING natural gas is a great deal 
like baling hay. The particular difference 
in the two processes is in the kind of 


michinery employed and the substances treated. 
Two-stage natural gaj compression is doing the 
same thing twice, and in re-pressing hay you take 
the bales already formed and 
compress them into a verv 
much smaller space. 
Natural 


gas by compression i< reduced 
in bulk so that a greater quan- 
tity can be transported through 
pipe lines. 


In its natural state natural 


gu is generally found con- 
fined under great pressure and 
being 
released 
expands to 


many times its original bulk. 
This being true its transpor- 
tation is simplified within cer- 
tain limitations, by compress- 
ing it and then allowing it 
to flow into the lines and by 
its expansive force travel to- 
ward its destination, until its 
power 
is overcome by line 


friction. 


Wher. line friction equals 


tfce expansi\e force of the gas, 
it must again be picked up by 
the compressing station, be 
again compressed so that it 
will travel on to its place of 
intended use. 
When natural 


fas fields were new, the pres- 
sure of wells high and the volume of gas abun- 
dant, no mechanical means were necessary to 
deliver gas to the consumer's home. 
After a 


few yean of operation, fields declined in both 
volume and pressure, and the compressing sta- 
tion came into existence. 


With the advent of the compressing station 


many mis-informed pYople became possessed of 
the belief that its purpose was to pump air into 
the gat, and even today many cling to this errone- 
ous notion.

line friction as lines were extended the gas would 
no longer propel itself, but had to be taken up 
and compressed so that by again expanding it 
w-ould force itself to its objective.

For a while the single-stage 


compressing was sufficient, but 
in thes< days of field depletion 
and declining rock pressure,
